The Churchyard Scene is the 
work of A1 LeCoque. A Hungarian, 
he was born Alois A. Kohout in 
Prague in 1891. LeCoque, the name" 
which he goes by now, is a literal, 
translation of Kohout. LeCoque did 
his studying in Paris under Emile 
Bernard. He witnessed some of the 
World War II destruction firsthand 
and .his work includes the painting 
of a procession of coffins with a 
graveyard in the background dot- 
ted with crosses. LoCoque is still 
living— in France. 

“Christ in Glory” is the work of 
Zampieri (1581-1641), usually 
known as Domenichino. Born in Bo- 
logna, he also studied under Car- 
racci, aiding him at times with the 
Farnese frescoes. Zampieri soon be- 
came distinguished as an accurate 
designer and true colorist; he was 
employed in painting f rescoes by 
Cardinals Borghese, Farnese, and 
Aldobrandini. His., reputation rose 
so high that it frequently excited 
the jealousy of other painters. 
While decorating the chapel of St. 
Januarius in the Cathedral of Na- 
ples, he was so persecuted by the 
notorious cabal — Corenzio, Spag- 
noletto, and Carracciolo — that he

suspected, died of poison. 

“The Vfsion of . St. Anthony” is 
the handiwork of Sebastian Ricci 
(1659-1734). An Italian, he was as- 
sociated with the Venetian School 
of Veronese. For a number of years 
Ricci traveled around Europe and 
accepted various painting assign- 
ments. In Vienna he decorated the

Born in Vesoul, France, he was, 
like Ricci, a traveler. His first suc- 
cessful picture depicted a group of 
Russian musicians and was actual- 
ly painted in Russia. After visiting 
Egypt, he turned out a number of 
admirable paintings, notably “Re- 
cruits Crossing in the Desert,” 
“Memmon and Sesostris,” and “Ca- 
mels at Watering-Place.” A variety 
of subjects, both ancient and mod- 
ern, lift Gerome to a place of dis- 
tinction in 19th century French 
painting.

During his long career, Mr. 
Kryl, who besides being a virtuoso 
cornetist is also a violinist, has 
traveled more than a million and 
a half miles and given more than 
17,000 concerts. He has appeared 
befo'l-e at least 100 leading edu- 
cational institutions annually, 
among them St. Joseph’s College 
and St. Charles Seminary. 

He has been called by celebrated 
critics one of the most magnetic 
arid foreeful chefs d’orchestre be- 
fore the public. He has also com- 
posed cornet solos. 

Just 10 days .ago Mr. Kryl re- 
newed his musical acquaintance 
with St. Joe when he raised his 
baton for the ’first time in 10 years 
and guest-directed the St. Joseph’s 
band in two numbers of its annual 
spring concert. 

Donates Paintings * _ 
In addition to his musical abili- 
ties, Mr. Kryl is a patron of the 
arts, collecting paintings of the old 
masters worth thousands of dol- 
lars. In recent years he has donat- 


ture the Soldiers’ Monument which 
stands today at the center of In- 
dianapolis. One evening he learned 
that the famous band of John 
Philip Sousa was to play in Indi- 


anapolis

Sousa concert the 
young Bohemian went to the mu- 
sicians’ Hall where Sousa’s men 
were feasting on sandwiches and 
beer. There he sought out Sousa’s 
cornet soloist, Albert Bode, for an 
audition. The two went into a pri- 
vate room, while " the "others "re- 
mained outside. 

“That Can’t be Bode!” 

A few minutes later the golden 
tones of a cornet broke out. Aston- 
ished, *one Sousa artist gasped: 
“My God, that can’t be Bode! He 
never played that good in his life.” 
That night the young Bohemian, 
Bohumir Kryl, packed away his 
sculpture to^ls and left Indiana- 
polis with Sousa’s band. 

Mr. Kryl, now 82 years old arid a 
resident of Chicago, was born in 
Bohemia and educated in Czecho- 
slovakia. After performing with 
Sousa for three seasons, he or- 
ganized and traveled,, with his own 
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Super-charged Battery
